Dr, James, after thanking those 
assembled on behalf of the Univer 
sily, remarked that the importance 
of phy.sical education had been the 
ubjeci of much discu.ssion of late 
but emphasized that the problem 
was not a new one, citing the 
Creeks as an e'xampic.

Flying Otfirer William P. Spren- 
ger, R C A F., well itno ^n .McGill 
law graduate, a swimmer of not« 
'iti Mf fiiU teams during his career 
as a student in the Law Faculty, 
was called up the day war was 
declared and had served for some 
time in the dfifwice of London. He 
■1^^ killed on Tiie.sday it was 
learned from the Chief of Air Staff 
at Ottawa. His death was "probably 
as the result of enemy action." 

At the age of 18 he entered Mc 
Gill where he took his Arts and 
Law degrees. While at McGill he 
•.vaq a member «f the Scarlet Key 
Society and he also .?pent a year in 
the C.O.T.C. but he .v 1.=; most noted 
as a member of the McGill swim- 
ming teams. 

On the 3rd of September he re- 
ported for active service with the 
113th fighter squadron. After fur- 
ther tram.n? .-.e went overseas in 
June with the First Canadian 
Fighter Squadron. 

On November 18th FO. Sprenger 
was heard in a broadcast from Ena- 
land in which he described balling 
out of his stricken plane at liSOO 
feet over Kent and his sensations 
during the seven minute descent 
He was known by his officers to be, 
al vays amor.g the first to enter hij 
plane and take off when ordered 
into action. He was only 29 at the 
time of his death having left 
McGill only six years ago. 

He kept up his interest in swim- 
ming and became President of the 
Quebec section of the Canadian. 
Swimming Association. When h» 
left McGill he entered the legal 
firm of Mathewson. Wilson and 
Smith, later joir.ed Ca.iadian Indiis- 
tries Limited.

There wiil br no questioning the opin- 
ion thnt if rvpr>nhinc which we hold dear 
is to sunùve. it if iraprr.stive for Britain 
to win this wri. Th.^t wr tV.M win the 
war is becoming more and more certain 
each day that the fiehl continues. How- 
ever, tP make this fact an .ibFoimc rcr- 
taiBty, it is necessar>- for Britain to have 
évérj* possible assistance as quickly as is 
possible. 

Britain needs planes and more planes. 
Shè also needs money with which to pay 
ioT those plane?, "^'e. studem; .n: one of 
the foremost universities in Canada, can 
help the xrar effort in a tangible manner 
by providinc some of the money with 
which to buy those bombers and fighters. 

It has been suggested by several stu- 
dent organizations on the eampu= .'i 
campaipi be conducted at McGili among 
all the students in order to raise money 
towards a Spitfire fighting plane. A let- 
ter, requesting action on the part of the 
Students' .Society, has been sent to the 
Editor-in-Chief of the Daily by more 
than ten per eenî. of the student!- at the 
university. A group of interested stvidents 
have canvassed opinion and suggested a 
campaign among students, staff, governors 'i 
and graduates for the purpose of present- 
ing the British Government with a Spit- 
fire in the name of McGill T.'ni\er?ity. 
The Students' Executive Council wliich 
must authorize campus campaigns of stu- 
dents w-il! no doubt con.-^ider t'nis- suggest- 
ed drive in the near future and will act 
according to the desires of the student 
body. 

Heartily endorsing the sympaliiy for 
the Allied cause which has prompted these 
spontaneous outbursts of enthusiiiMn. \y<: 
.nevertheless question their praclicabiiiiy. 
'Three thousand students at McGill Uni- 
versity, no matter how keen, no matter 
how gonerou? of money, time, nnd energy, 
can hardly iiopc to raiec sufficient nioney 
to purchase a Spitfire figiiter which costs 
tweii'v-tiirce thuusfii;d and five hundred 
dollarh. It strikes us that the staff, gov- 
ernors and graduates of McGill are un- 
likely to make up the diffcrenee bet wren 
that amount and liie two. ilirce. or even 
iour thousand dollars which t^'ould 
raised by tiUidcntE.
